In order that chaos may be 
averted capital must function and 
receive a “fair profit.” For capital 
to function labor must labor, re- 
ceive a “living wage,” produce a 
surplus-value, and keep on labor- 
ing. Don’t stop! 

Here is where the ‘State comes 
in. We have government “seiz- 
ures”, “taking.over”, court decis- 
fons and fines to deplete the union 
treasury, the victimizing of strike 
leaders, and, if all else fails we 
have the militia, 

Can the biggest apologist for 
this relationship envision the 
militia driving prospective strike- 
breakers away from a strike- 
bound plant?

CAMPBELLTON, N.B—Stand 
on any one of the playgrounds 
of the three public schools of 
Campbellton this crisp autumn 
morning. Look out to the Res- 
tigouche River, which separ- 
ates New Brunswick and Que- 
bee and, beyond, the blue and 
sparkling Baie des Chaleurs. 

Your gaze encompasses the 
scene of the last bloody naval 
batile beiyveen French aud Eng- 
lish. 

Out there on the broad, quiet 
river in the spring of 1760 a Brit- 
ish fleet under Commodore John 
Byron, known as “Foul-weather 
Jack,” met and destroyed the 
frigate Le Marchant and five 
merchant ships under the com- 
mand of one Captain La Girau- 
dais, sent from France for the 
relief of Quebec, 

They say that when the tide is 
low the bleached skeleton of Le 
Marchant is still visible through 
the clear water of the Resti- 
gouche, 


Battle Not 
Ended Yet 


But there’s a much more tan- 
gible relic of that ancient war 
right there on any of the school 
grounds of Campbellton. For 
here the war is still going on 
between the French and the 
English and some 200 years af- 
ter the last cannon fired you 
may see Canadian boys and girls 
separated by race and religion. 

In Campbellton there is a tra- 
gic segregation of the children. 
In each of the eight grades in 
these public schools there are 
three distinct classes. 

There is a class for boys and 
girls who are French Catholics. 
There is a class for those who are 
Irish Catholics. There is a class 
for the English-speaking non- 
Catholics. 


Don’t Want 
To Be Quoted 


I spent all of yesterday fruit- 
lessly trying to find a Campbell- 
tonian who would consent.to be 
quoted on the subject. In the 
capital at Fredericton, I'm told, 
there is the same conspiracy of 
silence. No one dares speak his 
mind against the growing power

That alechol is a stimulant, 
(The exhilaration a drinker feels 
after a few is only au Illusion, 
His discrimination and self-con- 
clousness are removed, Alcohol is 
a depressant classed with either), 


That alcohol is a food. (Not 
in strict definition of food, While 
it has calories, it has nv minerals: 
or vitamins, fats or protein, It 
connot repair body cells, It can- 
not be stored, It is never digest- 
ed. It is absorbed into the blood 
stream), 

That alechol corrodes the brain, 
(It only slows the brain functions 
by its numbing and drugging 
action), 

That alcoholics like to drink in 
convivial crowds and gay atmos- 
spheres, (Alcoholics like to drink 
with a fellow alcoholic or alone, 
Almost never witb the opposite 
Bex), 

That alcohol shortens life ex- 
pectancy, (No difference found 
between moderate drinkers and 
abstainers, Addicts, however, are 
less resistant to disease and die 
earlier), 


An Iris Catholic railroad 
worker said: “We're squeezed 
in the middle and we don’t like 
it.

Three to One 


Essentially all three classes 
are taught the same curriculum

China on a peace-making mission 
or to be be coming to the UN 
Assembly, 

Now it is definitely announced 
he will stay home, With free 
India’s first general election only 
a few months away, and with the 
“machine” of party politics in 
rival hands, Nehru will have to 
mend his political fence, 

Another unfortunate effect of 
the Nehru setback will be to 
lessen the chances of a concil- 
Jatory settlement of the Kashmir 
dispute. 

If Nehru had only to consider 
his own wishes, he might be will- 
ing to reach some sort of accept- 
aule compromise with the hard- 
bolled leaders of Pakistan, 

But now the hard-boiled old 
boys in Nehru’'s own rear are tak- 
ing over the political machine 
from him. That will mean a more 
nationalistic, conservative position 
on the part of India, 

All this could not have happen- 
ed at a worse time,

With the football season half gone, and the Eskimos in 
first place, Edmonton coach Annis Stukus took a breather 


yesterday in his favorite pool 

And as he sighted an 8-ball into 
a side-pocket the sophomore men- 
tor said, with considerable relish:

Before the season opened Stukus

“| felt,” said the kicking coach, 
“that if our Yanks were. as good 
as any other Americans in the 
conference, we would |be tough 
to head off.” 

Reason for Stukus’ opinion stem- 
med from his belief that his Cana- 
dian imports are unequalled any- 
where in the west. Says he: “It was 
like finding money from home to 
secure players like Don Durno, 
Doug Pyzer, Jim Quandamatteo, 
Earl Valiquettee, Bill Briggs and 
Franx Morris.” 

Thus. by having the top Cana- 
dians in the fold, all Stukus felt 
he needed to produce a winner 
were seven Americans who would 
pull their weight. That they have 
done so is evidenced by the fact

(AP)—Take a drink of sait 
water when you reach the stage 
of really craving alcohol, say two 
New York doctors who have made 
a@ study of the problem. 

Because, it is explained, your 
body is really craving salt, even 
though your palate says alcohol. 
There's nothing imaginary be- 
hind this sensation, the study in- 
dicates. It's a purely physical re- 
action which fools your senses. 

The study is reported by doc- 
tors W. Dp. Silkworth and M. 
Texon of the Knickerbocker hos- 
pital, New York, in the quarter- 
ly journal of alcohol. They ana- 
Jyzed the blood of persons who 


had been drinking heavily enough | 


to be sent to hospital In all 
cases they found the salt (chlor. 
ide) reduced. 

“The alcoholic,” they report, 
“in the early stages of a drink- 
ing bout, drinks as a result of 
psychological or environmental 
factors, At this voluntary stage 
the blood chlorides are not signi- 
ficantly altered. 

“When the drinking continues 
to the point of a lowered blood 
chloride, the sensation of thirst 
evokes an abnormal response. In- 
stead of salt and water, the alco- 
holic continues to take liquor. 
The stage of uncontrolled drink- 
ing has been reached.
